Be it re.olved by tke General A88embly of tke 8tate oj 10000a, 
That all the unsold school lands of the State of Iowa are hereby 
withdrawn from market until the first day of March next,and that 
the Secretary of State be directed to inform all Oounty Auditors of 
the passage of this resolution. This resolution shall take effect from 
and after its publication in the State Register and Des Moines 
Bulletin.
